Defeat Brown and O'Meara in 
Spirited Argument 

ARTS '29 DEBATE 

"People Better off Today 
Than in Middle Ages" — 
Upheld 

.\fter much l)ca,t<>d urguineni on the 
the part of both sides, llyman ."îhapl- 
ro and A. fl. Za.ltlln, upholding the 
affj-matlve of thi debate "Resolved 
that on the whole hoopic are better off 
today than they n<«!re in the .Middle 
.\gCB," were gi*'eJi the unanimous 
judfps' decision over Kenneth fJrown 
and \. O'Meara, the negative de- 
ibaters. The judges were .1. T. Cul- 
Ilton, A. B< Latham and T. H. 
Harris. 

.Shapiro, the first speaker for the 
.Tffirmative, opened with an exptaii.a- 
tlon of the subject at hand, and then 
lomnicnccd to elaborate with several 
points ci-:ticiHing the .Middle Aces 
".Mediaeval Illo," he stated, "was prac- 
tically dark, as reg.nrds a inedlcal 
point of view." Living conditions 
were very bad and dngi-ading, and the 
lack of medical aid was in<lof»d a sad 
thing. Today, however oii" neorj not 
fear d scase. The speaker next divert- 
ed to a discu.sslon on the comnicrciiil. 
social, polltlcaJ, and IntelJectiial dif- 
ferences between^ the .M'ddic Ages 
and modern times. 

O'.Moara, the llrat speal<'er for the 
nogativo, made an attempt to define 
largely as to the fixed dales thai rtiny 
be a.Hsigned to the term— .Mlddl..' 
Ages. He then illustrated clearly how 
sc.encc, which was flriit begun to he 
studi<rl in the .Mediaeval tlme.«!, had 
Indirectly . caused much horror dur- 
ing the World War. Contrasting the 
the education'' of today with that of 
the thirteenth, fourteenth, and fifteen- 
th centuries, O'Meara asked if we. of 
modern times could produce such 
men as Shakespeare, Dante, Raphael, 
and other notable f gurcs of those 
■ lays. The period of thece men w.'ll 
never he repeated. 

Zaltlln. the next to speak, .staled 
that since man has progressed in- 
cluded, as being part of the .Middle 
.Ages. .Speak'ns of tlip progrès.» of the 
human race, he made ihe remark 
that since man has progressed in- 
evitably, he is today better off than 
during the mediaeval times. ' In the 
Middle Ages, I fe was considered 
clioap, liny noble could e,islly kill his 
serf; while today things .-ire different. 

K. Brown then .spoko. He dwelt on 
the question of unemployment, as 
comi>arcd to the troubles of the mcd- 
laovals. As for Criminal laws, bo- 
cau.se they arc" not a,s sevprr.^ today, 
there Is more crime in the world. 
.Science at the présent time proves 
that thcrft Is no God; a|| life tod.iy is 
based on rel glon— ithe fact that there 
Is a God. 

Bhapiro then rami, back with a 
rchullal, after which the Jiiilgcs de- 
cided in favor of the affirmative.

Need of X-Ray Department 
at McGill Stressed by 
Dr. Eve 



Dr. Alfred Stan.Hflcld. Blrk.t Profes- 
sor of Metallurgy at .McGill. addro."«od 
a large meeting of the .McOlll Chem- 
ical Society yostorduy afternoon. His 
subject. ".Metallic Alleys" proved lo 
be a very IntrrcFtlng one. while the 
use of lantern slides helped to pro- 
duce uddtllonat effect. 

The speaker wa.s introduced by the 
vice pre.fldent. Dr. H. W, R. Slraclo. 

Dr. Stan.<!rield stated that he 'became 
interested in this subject many years 
ago. whore on graduation, he was em- 
ployed hy the .\iloyj Research Com- 
mittee al the .Mint in lingkmd. He 
then g.ive a resume of some of the 
early work done In this field, and 
dealt .-It some length with the growth 
of idca.s regarding the nature of al- 
lo.vs. 

The earliest work in this field was 
done by th.at motliod known as Ther- 
mal Analysis, In which information Is 
obtnlnod from the way and m.imicr 
liquid alloy cools. From this method, 
the metallurgist turtied to the mlcro- 
sciipe, wliero he hoped to get Infor- 
mullon a.s to wh.n.t happens to a mix- 
liire uf two metals when they cool. 
.Much was learned \.Mn way. and a.s 
a result of closs .study and observation, 
he was able to inakc many radical iwid 
very Important advances In our know- 
ledBe if the iialuic of alloys. This 
field ij£ scientific endeiivour hius been 
largely dominated in recent years by 
-X-ray Analysl.s. 

The lecturer illustrateii his speech 
V. ill) iiunierouK slide."; and clearly 
showed the results obuUned by the 
iliiec methods mentioned above; name- 
ly. Thermal .Vnalysis, .Microscope An- 
alysis, ,ind X-ray Analynis. 

One uf the problems otill Involved 
ill modern metallurgical researches is 
the ((ucstlon of the compound forma 
lion between the metals conviHising the 
alloy concluded Dr. SUm-sficld ; while 
.Hom^ of the unsolved points, in the 
ri>cakei''s opinion, will only be solved, 
If at all, by .\-ray work.

Fifty years ago everybody knew how to bring up children 
or at least they thought they did, which is tlie same thing. They 
h-ad a system, whether good or bad, they all followed it. Today 
everything is in doubt and there is no problem which is more 
perplexing lo the great majority of men than the bringing up of 
their own children. I wish to suggest a contribution toward the 
solution of this problem, that is the beneficial effect which inter- 
collegiate athletics have on the participants. 
; " I will now ask j'ou a fjuestion. If your .son entered one of 
Canada's leading universities, what kind of boy would you like 
him to be when he finishes his college course? ' 

1: Would you like him to be healthy and .strong? 

2. Would you like him to Ikj a true sportsman? 

?i. Woold you like him to be courageous? 

4. Would you like him to be admired and respected by his 
fellow men?. 

5. Would you like him to finish his course in the prescribed 
time? 

To take part in iiUt;rcoliegiate alhleiic" in Canada. \ man 
mu.st po.ssess all of the qualities mentioned above, f'aculty super- 
vision of athletics insures that every man who participates 
naust face a rigid physical examination and must also maintain 
a passing grade in all his studies. 

The latter rule insures attendance at cla.'^sefi aiui an honest 
effort on the part of the athlete lo keej) up with his fellow .stu- 
dent.-?. At McGill the percentage of scholastic failures amongst 
athletes is very small. The athlete is impressed with the respon- 
sibility of keeping up in his .studies, since failure to do .so means 
his loss to the team and Ihui eforc his failure to live up to the duty 
he owes tlie college. On the practice field, tlie boy is trained to 
improve his bodily .strength and to develo)) liis courage and en- 
durance. He is taught to submerge his pcr.sonal inclinations in 
favor of team work, and to regard a team victory and not indi- 
vidual victp|>^8^U}^;;real goal. In these days, when jiarents lament 
the unriilihess^ih^fi'cir children, it seems lo me that the college 
team does its part in l)i in},'ing di.scii)Iin«j lo a boy when evoiytliing 
else fails. It cannot be deiiie<l that ino.sl boys get little di.scipline 
at home or at school, but they certainly do get it in the football 
field. 

The boy knows that if he makes the team that he will have 
a Qhanee to play l)efore thousands, thai he will be ono of those 
honored by lieinK clioseii lo repre.seiit his University against a 
famou.H rival. TImt if he plays cleanly, courageously, and in a 
sportsmanlike manner, that he will have earned for himself the 
rp«i)cct and admiration of his fellow students. Nov.- to become 
one of these honored few, he mu.st submit lo di.><ciplini'. He mu.-;! 
practise long and faithfully. He must do his part in every play. 
He must keep training rule.^. sto)) .<=mokinK. K<-X to lied early every 
night. In short, if he Ili." the di.-tei rninalioii, to win he will tlo 
cvcrj'thing possible to be fit for the lest when it comes. 

1 have found that at iMcGill, her alli'.etes not only represent 
her on the field, but are al.so cho.sen by their fellow students to 
be their loader." in oilier student activities. This alno holds good 
for the graduate.". The character developed on the athletic field 
has helped them to stand out in the biisineKs anti professional 
world. 

My advice to every boy entering a university is to try out 
for one of the athletic teams, and even if ho fails to make the 
senior team, to keep on turning out for practice. Ry doing so he 
will earn tlio respect of his fellow playor.s and very likely will 
make the team before the end of his college course. The player 
who lakes two or three years to make the team, is the one who 
really gets the kick out of it. 

A good example of that is the McGill football captain for 
next year. Only a very ordinary substitute for three vear.s, he 
spent last summer building him.*elf up physically. Put into a half- 
back position in one of the early practices last fall, he delighted 
all of us by the ability he showed to fill the position adequately. 
He became the key man on all offensive tactics and displayed 
such qualities of leadership, that he was uiinnimously elected 
captain for next year. This boy stands out now as one of the 
real leaders amongst the student body. 

I have yet to meet a man who has represented his college on 
the athletic field and has later regretted the time spent in ath- 
letic training. These men have found that by Jearning lo obey 
order.', Ihoy also unconsciously learned how to become leaders. 
Ono had only lo glance at the .service rendered by University men 
in France to realize the result of their college training. 

Intercollegiate athletics have improved wonderfully in 
sport.smanship, clean play, and scholastic .standing in the past 
few years. 

The Deans of tlie Faculties at McGill. take a great deal of 
interest in the boys who play on the teams. No longer do they 
"pluck" a player becauuse he turns out for the football team. In- 
stead they realise the value of the team towards maintaining a 
healthy college spirit, and they and their professors are always 
willing lo givo the football squad extra lesson.'* to make up for 
lectures that have been lost through practices. As a result, the 
players have a feeling of respect and affection for their tutors 
that could not be secured in any other way. 

I can truthfully state that in the past few years I haven't 
heard a football jilayer complain of unfair treatment by the fa- 
culty. They, know that they have lo make the grade, but they also 
know that being a member of the football team is not going to 
handicap them, and being good sports that is all they ask. 

The problem of handling boys of today is really a difficult 
one. Kvery boy is different. A great many arc spoiled by pamper- 
ing l)ofore coming to college and believe that while they would 
like lo play on the teams, the effort is not worth while. Never has 
there been so much temptation open to youngsters to abandon 
work and take up pleasure. for its own sake. Sooner or later the 
colleges will have to consider seriously this matter or suffer the 
con.sequences. 

Athletes are not forbidden to attend dances unless the dance 
is in too close proximity lo a big game, but I find that they do 
not lake their dancing as seriously as other students. Their ath- 
letic activfties act as a counter interest. The time is not far off 
when every student will be required to take part in some'^'orm of 
athletics. And when that time arrives, we .shall have a far health- 
ier grade of men coming out of the colleges, both physically and 
mentally. 

In conclusion, a word to the parents. Take that coonskin 
coat off your son and put him in moleskin breeches. Let him 
learn lo prefer the odor of the clean fresh air and honest perspi- 
ration of the gridiron, to the subtle perfumes of the dance halls. 
Let him learn to enjoy the plaudits of the spectlators earned by 
his own efforts, against strong opposition, to the jaza music of 
the modern orchestra.

But just as Har 
vard undergradua tis must be taught 
that intcrforenco with .arrest is at all 
times a very serious offence, so a Iho 
the Cambridge police mu.it at a.ll 
times 1)c aware that the use of brutal 
and unnecessarj- violence Is nn inlol- 
orablu offence. If It can be legtilly 
shown that any police otficer.s were 
giillly of flitch use on Friday nisht, 
then they, and not* the xtudonta alono, 
should share In the punishment meted 
out.

The remedy ';' We suggest that every 
candidate for an A. II. degree he re- 
quired to submit some bit of original 
re.search work In the subject In which 
he s majoring before he receives his 
diploma I'erhap-i there are other 
remedies. .More .seminar courses, a 
definite number to be required, is one 
pn-jsibillly. 

The situation Is not one which can 
be iIo,rrt;arded Ii rcpresciit.s one of 
the most damning charges which can 
be made agtilnst college education, U 
demands' reform.' 

The only thing wo can see standing 
in the way of that reform Is Indiffer- 
ence 10 it.
